Prepared  in  Fur  Resources,  Division  of  1/Yildlife  Research 


Larger  takes  and  greciter  returns  from  fur  for  the  1945-46  seasor'.  have 
been  reported  by  most  of  the  leading  f ur-produ.ci:'g  States.  The  raw  fur  catch 
for  the  season  vras  estimated  to  be  vrorth  $100,000,000,   The  Bureau  of  Inter- 
nal Revenue  collected  $£58,775,140  in  taxes  on  sales  of  furs  and  fur-trimmed 
apparel  sold  at  retail  during  the  calendar  year  1945.   This  sun,  representing 
a  20^  tax,  indicates  that  the  retail  sales  of  fur  apparel  during  the  year 
1945  amounted  to  '»443, 875,700  and  is  ;$17,500,000  more  than  last  year. 

More  trappers  and  hunters  xvill  take  to  the  field  this  coming  season  be- 
cause traps  and  emmunition  are  mere  plentiful  than  at  any  time  since  the 
beginning  of  World  War  II.   This  will  c:;vise  a  heavier  drain  on  the  fur  animal 
resoui'ces,  and  perhaps  even  greater  quantities  of  fur  animals  Vvill  be  t--:ksn. 
Regulations  governing  the  trapping  of  fi-r  cnimals  are  made  by  the  IndividTiSl 
States,  not  by  the  Federal  Government.   The  airjncls  should  be  taken  when  thc3! 
fur  is  prime,  and  the  pelts  should  be  handled  witn  care  so  that  the  'trapper 
will  receive  the  highest  market  price  for  them.  State  game  and  conservation 
commissions  should  be  on  tlie  alert  to  see  that  the  fur  laws  in  their  respec- 
tive States  are  adequate  to  sustain  a  continuing  supply  of  furs.  This  is 
only  possible  through  the  enactment  and  ^^^nfoi' cement  of  proper  State  laws. 

Some  information  on  the  number  of  fur  animals  taken  annuallj'-  has  been 
supplied  by  Alaska  and  40  States,  and  this  is  given  in  the  tabulations  that 
follow.   Those  tables  should  not  be  consid^^red  as  full  reports  cu   all  the  fur 
animals  taken  within  the  various  States.   Even  though  m-'ny  States  require 
trappers  to  furnish  annual  reports  on  furs  taken>  there  are  few  instances 
where  a  100  percent  return  is  possible.   In  many  cases,  sevorrl  sp:?ci:vs  of 
animals  are  grouped  together,*  for  ex'Tiple,  red  pnd  gray  foxes  are  listed  as 
foxesj  coyotes  and  iralves  are  lieted  as  coyotes,  etc.   Some  States  onl^v  re- 
quire reports  on  one  or  two  sp^'cies  of  fur  animrls*  in  others,  persons  trap- 
ping on  their  ov/n  land  and  boys  \inder  a  certain  ages  are  not  required  to 
obtain  licenses  and  therefore  do  not  mak^-  reports. 

Growing  popular  interest  in  the  consur^.Ttion  of  wildlife  m.ay  vtgII  result 
in  the  restoration  of  fur  animals  to  a  point  approaching  their  former  pro- 
ductivity.  It  is  important  that  the  public:  knoi'.'-  how  m.uch  of  the  natural 
I'lrealth  in  furs  is  harvested  each  year,  for  it  is  only  through  the  assem.bling 
of  such  data  that  the  annual  fur  take  can  be  so  regulated  as  to  insure  the 
preservation  of  on   adequate  breeding  stock. 


,  The  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  th-inks  th.e  State  game  and  conservation 
commissions  for  their  assistance  in  supplying  data  included  in  this  report.

■^'•labaraa  does  not  reqioire  reports  from  trappers  on   the  nvimber  and  kinds  of 
fur  animals  taken  or  from  fur  dealers  on  the  number  and  kinds  of  furs  handled, 
and  therefore,  could  not  furnish  information  on  the  fur  catch.   Trappers  are 
required  to  purchase  and  attach  metal  tags  to  all  furs  before  putting  them  on 
the  market.   'Opossum,  skunlc,  muskrat,  and  weasel  required  2f^   tags,  raccoon  and 
mink  required  15;?^  tags,  and  fox  and  otter  required  tcl.OO  tags.  During  the  1945- 
46  season,  3j277  fur  catcher's  licenses  were  sold  for  $2.5Q  each;  43,344-  tags 
at  2^   eachj  43,272  tags  at  15^  eacnj  and  740  tags  at  ijiJl.  00  each.
